Social  Conditions. 

Porthcawl  is  one  of  the  most  popular  seaside  resorts  in 
Wales,  and  its  bracing  air  and  natural  beauty  attract  visitors 
from  all  parts  of  the  British  Isles.  It  is  now  quite  usual  for 
1st  Class  football  teams  to  train  here  for  a short  period 
before  an  important  match,  also  Bowling  Contests,  and 
important  conferences  are  held  here.  The  Royal  Porthcawl 
Golf  Club  has  for  many  years  been  a great  asset  to  the  town, 
and  important  tournaments  are  played  over  its  magnificent 
course.  Porthcawl  is  also  a residential  town  and  is  becoming 
more  and  more  a dormitory  town  for  Port  Talbot,  Bridgend, 
Neath,  Maesteg  and  Cardiff  There  are  still  no  big  industries 
in  the  town,  but  on  the  outskirts  there  are  large  sand  and 
gravel  works,  etc. ; and  within  reasonable  distance  a large 
Trading  Estate,  Carbide  Works,  Coalmines,  Steel  and  Tin 
Works  and  a Strip  Mill. 


Visitors  are  well  catered  for  in  the  numerous  hotels, 
boarding  houses  and  private  apartments.  There  are  two 
flourishing  Youth  Clubs  in  the  Town,  also  a Sea  Cadet  Corps, 
Air  Training  Squadron,  Army  Cadet  Force,  Girl’s  Nautical 
Training  Corps,  also  facilities  for  sports  and  entertainments 
of  all  kinds.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

All  Bacteriological  and  Chemical  Work  is  carried  out  by 
an  arrangement  with  the  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Cardiff.  The  following  figures  show  the 
number  and  nature  of  specimens  examined  during  1947 — 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

For  infectious  cases  the  two  motor  ambulances  of  the 
Cefn  Hirgoed  Hospital  are  available. 

For  Non-Infectious  cases  and  accidents,  one  motor 
ambulance  is  available : the  vehicle  is  maintained  by  the 
Council.

Approxi- 
mately 200  Babies  were  entered  for  the  competition.

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SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


1.— WATER. 

(i)  No  new  sources  of  supply  are  in  operation. 

Fourteen  samples  have  been  analysed;  12  were 
satisfactory,  and  two  unsatisfactory  The  latter 
were  collected  from  a spring  on  the  foreshore  at  a 
point  opposite  the  Sea  Bank  Hotel. 

(ii)  The  inhabitants  of  the  Town  derive  their  wrater 
supply  from  undertakings  owned  and  controlled  by 
the  Porthcawl  Urban  District  Council.  The  Council 
has  Statutory  Powers  to  supply  an  area  of  3,737 
acres  within  which  are  situated  2,500  premises  with 
an  estimated  population  of  nearly  10,000  persons, 
increasing  to  a resident  population  of  30,000  in  the 
holiday  season. 

(iii)  The  main  source  of  supply  is  the  Craig-Yr-Aber 
Impounding  Reservoir,  situated  at  the  head  of  a 
valley  in  the  Margam  Hills.  The  gathering  grounds 
for  this  reservoir  (covering  an  area  of  approx. 
470  acres)  have  been  acquired  by  the  Council  in 
order  to  safeguard  the  supply  against  contamina- 
tion. 

(iv)  The  impounding  reservoir  delivers  raw  water  to  a 
service  reservoir  (1,000,000  gallons  capacity)  which 
is  situated  at  Ty-Coch,  within  the  Urban  Area.  This 
service  reservoir  also  receives  water  from  a brook 
which  drains  an  area  known  as  Cwm  Fadog,  on  the 
Eastern  side  of  the  Craig-Yr-Aber  Valley.  A 
supplementary  supply  of  hard  water  is  pumped,  as 
occasion  demands  from  a borehole  situated  near 
Fynnon  Fawr,  Nottage. 
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(v)  The  upland  supplies  are  of  good  quality;  the  water 
from  Craig-yr-Aber  has  a hardness  of  two  to  three 
degrees  whilst  the  Cwm  Fadog  water  is  slightly 
harder,  approximately  7 degrees. 

Water  obtained  from  the  borehole  at  Fynnon 
Fawr  is  very  hard,  varying  from  30  to  over  50 
degrees  of  hardness  according  to  the  continuity  of 
pumping,  and  the  Chlorine  content  of  this  water 
is  abnormally  high

Remarks. 

A.  4917.  A soft  neutral  water.  The  Chemical  and 
microscopical  characters  are  satisfactory. 

4524.  A very  hard  water,  with  a high  figure  for  chlorides. 
Chemical  analysis  shows  no  evidence  of  any  organic  con- 
tamination. 
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The  present  upland  resources  are  insufficient  to  meet  the 
demands  of  consumers  and  the  deficiency  has  to  be  met  by 
increasing-  the  supplies  of  hard  water  from  the  borehole. 


Alternative  schemes  for  improving  supplies  are  still 
under  consideration,  and  include  proposals  for  a new  storage 
reservoir  at  Pantyryll,  Ty-Coch. 


“NEWTON  SPA”  AT  PORTHCAWL. 

Much  publicity  has  recently  been  given  to  the  “healing 
properties”  of  the  “Newton  Well’'’  on  the  rocky  Bristol 
Channel  foreshore  near  PorthcawL  At  a point  on  Newton 
Beach,  situated  approximately  midway  between  the  high  and 
low  water-marks  of  mean  tides,  water  bubbles  up  in  many 
places.  These  small  springs  probably  existed  outside  the 
Newton  Churchyard  about  a quarter  of  a mile  from  their 
present  site.  It  is  evident  that  fresh  water  and  sea-water 
must  be  mixed  both  underground  and  above  ground,  especially 
when  the  tide  covers  the  springs. 


Some  of  the  local  people  have  implicit  faith  in  the  healing 
properties  of  th$  waters  for  external  ailments  such  as 
varicose  and  other  ulcers  and  skin  diseases,  as  well  as  for 
disorders  such  as  rheumatic  conditions  and  gastric  disorders. 
In  view  of  the  claims  made  in  this  connection  the  Urban 
District  Council  in  1931  took  steps:  to  have  the  water  tested 
for  radioactive  properties.  The  results  were  negative. 


Articles  appearing  in  the  press  recently,  which  incident- 
ally were  not  sponsored  by  the  Local  Authority,  have  led  to 
the  Council  being  inundated  by  correspondence  from  all  parts 
of  the  country  requesting  quantities  of  the  water.  Before 
complying  with  these  requests  it  was  the  plain  duty  of  the 
Council  to  satisfy  itself  that  this  water  could  be  consumed 
without  undue  risk  to  health.  Consequently  samples  of  water 
were  collected  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis.  The 
reports  received  from  Dr  D.  Evans  fones  of  the  Cardiff  and 
County  Public  Health  Laboratories  are  as  follows:—

The  water  has  a brackish  taste  owing  to  the  high  sodium 
chloride  content,  probably  due  to  the  infiltration  of  approxi- 
mately 15%  of  sea-water.

The  variable  chloride  content  of  the  spring  water  may 
be  regarded  as  due  to  infiltration  of  sea-water.  The  results 
indicate  the  presence  of  approximately  26%  of  sea-water  in 
Sample  A (taken  between  high  and  low  tides)  and  approxi- 
mately 21%  in  Sample  B (taken  when  the  tide  was  right  out).

Both  these  samples  were  contaminated.  No  pathogens 
of  the  enteric  group  were  isolated.  Results  similar  to  the 
above  were  obtained  in  all  the  samples  collected. 

In  view  of  these  adverse  reports,  notices  were  immediate- 
ly inserted  in  the  Press  stating  that  the  water  was  contamin- 
ated and  therefore  unfit  for  human  consumption.  In  spite 
of  this  warning  large  numbers  of  people  gather  at  the  well 
daily,  and  quantities  of  the  water  are  carried  away  and  sent 
to  all  parts  of  the  country. 

2.— DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

(i)  The  major  portion  of  the  district  is  sewered;  one 
small  section  has  a separate  system  for  surface 
water  drainage,  the  remainder  is  on  a combined 
system.  That  part  of  the  Urban  Area  West  of  the 
railway  drains  by  gravity  to  a sea  outfall  near  Iron 
Gate  Point.  Most  of  the  sewage  of  the  Eastern 
section  gravitates  to  a pumping  station  at  Gian 
Road,  the  remainder  to  a sea  outfall  situated 
opposite  the  Red  House,  Newton. 

(ii)  Important  extensions  to  the  sewers  have  been  made 
during  the  year  to  meet  the  needs  of  new  develop- 
ment on  the  Council's  Housing  Estate,  these  include 
the  following : — 

Foul  System— 850  yards  of  12  inch  glazed  earthen- 
ware. 

Surface  System— 1,150  yards  of  15  inch  concrete. 

Cesspools. 

The  number  of  cesspools  in  use  is  43.  In  addition 
to  the  foregoing  there  are  3 septic  tanks. 
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These  are  situated  in  parts  of  the  District  to  which 
no  sewer  is  readily  accessible,  and  the  necessary 
extensions  with  a view  to  connecting'  up  these 
properties  are  not  at  the  present  time  considered 
practicable,

out  by  the  Councils  workmen  under  the  direction 
of  the  Surveyor. 

As  the  opportunity  arises  with  the  development 
of  different  areas,  every  effort  is  made  to  dispense 
with  cesspools,  and  cause  the  premises  concerned 
to  drain  into  the  Council’s  sewers. 

Ashpit  Accommodation. 

The  last  detailed  check  on  ashpit  accommodation 
revealed  that  of  1,777  premises  visited  only  516 
sanitary  dustbins  were  found  in  use,  and  the  posi- 
tion remains  unsatisfactory  at  the  present  time. 

Miscellaneous  receptacles  for  the  storage  of 
household  refuse  are  unsatisfactory,  and  apart 
from  nuisance,  arising  from  their  contents  being 
scattered  by  the  winds,  they  provide  breeding 
grounds  for  fleas,  and  food  for  rats. 

THE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  TOWN  REFUSE. 
Collection. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  under 
the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 
Residential  quarters  have  a weekly  collection  of  their  house- 
hold refuse,  whilst  from  business  centres  and  hotels  the  refuse 
is  collected  twice  and  sometimes  more  often  each  week 

All  refuse  is  collected  in  medium  and  specially  designed 
motor  vehicles  thereby  reducing  to  a minimum  any  nuisance 
which  may  arise. 

Refuse  Disposed. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  “controlled”  tipping,  the 
“Dump”  being  situated  on  the  Sand  Dunes  of  the  East  Ward, 
to  the  West  of  Rhych  Avenue. 


IS 
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Tipping  is  carried  out  in  proper  layer  formation,  the 
refuse  being  levelled  and  top  dressed  with  6 to  9 inches  of 
clear  soil,  sand  or  other  suitable  material. 


Back  Lanes. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  keep  the  back-lanes  of  the  District 
in  as  clean  and  passable  a state  as  present  circumstances 
will  allow.  Frequent  inspections  are  made  with  a view  to 
preventing  deposit  and  accumulation  of  refuse  thereon. 


Roads  and  Streets. 

They  are  kept  in  a clean  state  and  improvements  in  their 
drainage  has  been  affected  by  the  provision  of  additional 
surface  water  gutters  at  various  points. 

Extensions  to  roadways  have  been  carried  out  at  the 
Council’s  Housing  Estate  during  the  year  Approximately 
1386  linear  yards  of  new  roads  were  mittalled,  surfaced, 
kerbed,  drained,  etc.,  on  this  Estate.

HOUSING. 


General  Observations. 

As  stated  in  my  previous  report,  it  is  difficult  to  give 
accurate  figures  for  overcrowding  under  existing  conditions, 
but  it  is  estimated  that  an  additional  400  houses,  of  varying 
sizes  are  required  to  meet  the  needs  of  applicants  for  housing 
accommodation.

By  the  end  of  the  year  58  families  had  been  re-housed  by 
the  Authority,  48  families  in  new  Council  houses  and  flats  and 
10  families  in  requisitioned  properties. 

Apart  from  the  evils  of  overcrowding  no  really  bad  con- 
ditions prevail  in  the  Area.  The  necessity  does  not  arise  for 
proceeding  by  the  method  of  clearance  and  improvement  areas, 
but  can  be  met  by  concentrating  on  steady  work  directed  to 
continuous  maintenance  of  reasonable  conditions  of  repair. 
The  most  serious  defect  met  with  is,  as  usual,  dampness.  This 
is  not  confined  to  houses  of  older  construction,  but  appears  too 
often  in  those  recently  built. 

The  complete  remedy  of  this  defect  is  in  some  instances 
impracticable,  and  the  property  is  permanently  affected  to  some 
degree.

The  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947. 

The  Regulations  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  May, 
1947,  but  owing  to  the  difficulties  in  obtaining  equipment  an 
extension  of  time  was  granted  for  securing  cooling  apparatus, 
and  indicating  or  recording  thermometer. 
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The  Heat  Treatment  Regulations  for  Ice-cream,  states 
that  unless  you  use  a complete  fully  sweetened  powdered  Ice- 
cream Mix,  or  a concentrated  liquid  Ice-cream  Mix  fully 
sweetened,  all  the  ingredients  of  which  have  been  heat  treated 
together  during  manufacture,  and  which  requires  only  the 
addition  of  drinking  water  you  must  heat  treat  your  ingredients, 
with  the  exception  of  colouring,  flavouring  agents,  fruit,  nuts, 
chocolate  or  other  similar  materials,  to  a temperature  of  at  least 
150°F.  for  30  minutes  or  160°F.  for  10  minutes,  and  then  cool 
the  Mix  to  not  more  than  45°F.  within  1^  hours,  and  keep  it  at 
this  temperature  until  frozen  into  Ice-cream.  After  it  has  been 
frozen  the  temperature  of  the  Ice-cream  may  not  exceed  28°F., 
without  being  heat  treated  again.

Diphtheria.

It  was  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  that  all 
children  who  have  been  immunized  five  years  or  more,  should 
have  one  injection  of  Toxoid  Antitoxin  Floccules  (T.A.F.) 

During  1947  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Heads  of  the 
Schools  in  the  Porthcawl  area  for  this  work  to  be  carried  out, 
as  a result,  161  children  have  received  re-inforcing  doses. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  16  cases  notified  during  the  year.  Ten  cases 
were  nursed  at  Hospital,  the  remainder  isolated  and  treated  at 

home. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

There  were  four  cases  of  Measles  notified  during  1947,  and 
one  case  of  Whooping  Cough.  There  were  no  fatal  cases. 

Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis. 

There  were  three  cases  notified,  2 males  aged  10  and  2,  and 
one  female  child  aged  4,  during  the  peak  period  of  the  epidemic 
which  occurred  in  the  country  this  summer. 

The  three  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and 
same  were  discharged,  and  received  after-care  treatment  at 
Orthopcedic  Centres. 

The  last  case  notified  was  a child  staying  at  Bryneglwys 
Camp.  According  to  the  history  obtained,  and  the  child  s 
symptoms,  it  was  apparent  that  the  child  was  suffering  from  the 
disease  when  she  arrived  here.
